Neceſſity as would ſer 
Bounds and Limits to the Mercy of 
God,, or utterly exclude” from Hea- 
ven all ſuch whom God hath denied 
a. poſlibility of partaking of that Sa- 
crament; nor ſuch-a- Neceſſity as a- 
riſes from the Nature of the Work- 
or Duty it ſelf, without reſpect to 
the reaſon and end of its Inſtitution, 
or the Will of the Inſtitutor: But 
the Neceſſity I ſpeak of, is ſuch as a- 
riſes from the Will and Pleaſure of 
Almighty God, in making it tlie Ot⸗ 
dinary Means of Salvation. 
Salvation is the gift of God, RY 
'twas in his power to grant it untò all 
Men on what Terms he pleaſed: Now 
he having thought fit to inſtitute the 
Sacrament, and commend the uſage of 
it, and in his Word to declare it one 
of the outward Means of Salvation, 
we muſt expect Salvation in that, and 
in no other way than that which God

3 of the Lord's Supper is { 
neceſſary to the Salvation of the.

why our Saviour was pleaſed to give” 
us his Body and Blood under the Ele- 
ments of Bread and Wine; the cont + 
mon Nouriſhment of the natural Body; 
that he might thereby ſhew us the Ne- 
ceſſity as well of ſtrengthening and 
refreſhing our Souls by his Body and 
Blood, (as our Church ſpeaks) as of 
our Bodies by Bread and Wine; and 
teach 
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teach us that the Spiritual Life of our 
Souls, cannot be preſerved without a 


frequent eating of our ſpiritual Food, 


no more than our Bodies can ſubſiſt 


without the Food that is natural. And 


how unreaſonable is it to imagine, that

Let me beg 
of thoſe poor miſ: led People, that ne- 
glect the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per, to apply this to themſelves. God 
has made a Covenant with Mankind, 
and has required that we not only pro- 
miſe Obedience to it by our Sponſors, 
during our minority, but that every ont 
(when of Age) ſhall in his own Perſon, 
ſeal this Covenant, and perſonally pro- 
| miſe in and by that Ordinance (which 
he has inſtituted for that very end) to 
obſerve the Conditions of it. What 
reaſon then can any Man have to hope 
for the Benefits of this Covenant, that 
does refuſe to ſeal it?

it being better not to know, than to 
know and yet to deſpiſe the Mercies 
of our Saviour?

Covenant betwixt God, and the People 
of Iſtael; this Covenant was confirmed | 
to them by a Sacrifice, Exod. 24. ver. 8. 


But when any Proſelyte was admitted 
into that Church, before he could 
have any right to the Benefits of that 
Covenant, there was required a Sa. 


_ crifige from him, which was called 


.an Applicatory Sacrifice ; by virtue 
of which, the Covenant in general 
made with that People, was ſealed 
to particular Proſelytes: This Cove-

and good Offices they owed to Mankind. 
| Theſe Examples meeting with =_ un- 
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appy Circumſtances the Chriſtian 
. ſtruggled under in the firſt 
es, drew ſuch numbers of Chriſtians 
nt Retirement, as peopled the Rocks 
„(nd Deſarts, and made it neceſſary to 


reduce them to Society and Rules of 
loving; where Induſtry and Devotion 
nade up their Character, and a Suc- 
ceſſion of Labour and Prayers, and 
holy Hymns, and Meditations, took up 
their Time.

Poverty and Humility ſerved all the 
ends of Covetouſneſs and Ambition,

ence minifired to all the purpoſes of '*! 
Folly: and the Fleſh and the ori 
ere ſerved, under the colour of mort 
Hing and renouncing them. The Hill 
Purpoſes and Diſpoſitions of thoſe Ho 
Men who had done honour to Retir Wi” 
ment, were reſolved mito an uncouti 
Habit, their Induſtry to Eaſe and Slith, if 
their Auſterities to wearing a Diſc i? 
pline, a Scapulary, or a Cord; and their Wi** 
devout and ardent Prayers, to a tellin 
over a number of dry Ave-Maria's by 
the help of the Roſary; which is ſo dull 
and inſipid a kind of Devotion, that 
if either the Senſe or Piety could le 
juſtified, yet it has ſo little of the 
Primitive Spirit, that the Invention 
of St. Dominick would doubileſs have 
met with other Entertainment t han bis 
Admirers have beſtou d upon it, had 
he happen d to live ſome Ages ſooner. i 
But whilſt the antient Piety and De. 
votion thus degenerated, the Preten- 
ſions © thereunto grew afreſh out of 
their Aſbes, and Merit and Perfection

and ought to judge himſelf; and con- 
= cludes, that no Repentance can afford 
him a well-grounded hope of Pardon, 
but that he lives to ſee the Fruits of, in 
the amendment of his Life: And there- 
fore his care is, to prevent the Dangers 
W of a late Repentance, and fatisfy himſelf 
of his Sincerity, by a timely and con- 
{tant application of himſelf ro the Duty 
which God and the Frailties of Human 
Nature have made lo pac ne" 


2. The 
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2. The ficſt part of his Repentance i 
ſuch a due ſenſe of the Evil and Dan. 
ger of Sin, as begets a Sorrow for it, 
and an univerſal Hatred and Diſlike of 
it, manifeſted by a cuſtomary and ha. 
bitual forſaking the practice thereof, 
Though the Impreſſions which Fer 


makes on the Minds of Men, and the 


uneaſy Reflections which are cauſed by 
Danger, may be of great uſe in bring. 
ing Men to a tight judgment of their 
ſpiritual State and Condition; yet of 
themſelves they come ſo far ſhott of 
true Repentance, that thoſe Schools 
which have allowed Attrition, or a 
Sorrow ariſing from fear of Puniſh- 
ment, when accompanied with Abſo- 
Jution, as effectual to all the Ends of 
Repentance, have not only laid a Snare 
for Offenders, but aſſumed a power of 


changing the appointed Methods of 


bringing Sinners to Salvation. But the 
Guilt and Turpitude, as well as Danget 


of Sin, and a juſt regard to the Attho- 


' rity it violates, and the Goodnelſs it 


offends, conduct the Sorrow of tha 
p enitent; 


abuſed, muſt on the ſame grounds re- 
gret every Indignity offered to God. 
This Conſideration inſpires the Reſent- 
ment of the good Chriſtian, and he does 
not part with one Sin in exchange for 
another; he does not recall his Love to 
an uneaſy, publick, or dangerous Vice, 


his Complexion, and firs caſter and leſs 


Failing, every Miſcarriage, is the ſub- 
jet of his Sorrow; every Folly calls 
forth his Indignation, but every wilful 
Sin covers his Face with Confuſion 
and Shame. He is angry with him- 


and by a juſtice on himſelf, labours to 
prevent that of God, His Couch, his 
Cloſet, or his Bed, do the Buſineſs of 
the great Tribunal; there the Sin is laid 
Open, there the Sinner is accuſed, ar- 


raigned, 
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Penitent ; for he who is troubled be- 
cauſe God is offended, and his Hononr 


that all his Paſſion may center in the 
Folly that lies in his Bofom, that ſuits 


viſible upon him. No; the Penitent 


has his Meaſures of his Love and Ha- 
tred from above; every Error, every 


ſelf, whenever he believes God is 6; 
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raigned, and condemned too; and juf 
— Conſcience. gives him a Proſpect of 
the Miſeries that no Tongue can tell, 
3. But this is not all. The Penitent 
thinks it not enough that he revenge 
the quarrel of an offended God upon 
himſelf, that Anguiſh and Bitterneſ 
poſſeſs his Soul; but his Sorrow grow; 
up into a holy Reſolution to forſake the 
Sin that had brought down the Anger 
of God upon him; that for the poor 
and contemptible Satisfactions of : 


Senſe, put him within the hazard of a 
an everlaſting Ruin; he contemns its MW 
Flatterings, and deſpiſes all its Charms, Ml © 
and flies from it as from the Face of 0 
a Serpent. If he happen to be ſurptr . 
zed, and Inadvertency betray. him to 
ey Sin he hates, a new Deluge of j 
Sorrow breaks in upon him, and all WF , 


the Confuſion and Anguiſh that ſad 
Reflections and guilty Fears can pro- 
duce, return upon his Soul: yet he 1 © 
ſuffers not this to overwhelm him; he 1 
knows 'tis .the Reward of the other [

the Mercies of that God that will not 
allow a habit of Vice, will yet have a 
regard to the impotence of Human Na- 
ture, and will make ſome abatements 
for the ſurprizals no vigilance can pre- 
vent; and that he who has made us 
Men, and not Angels, will forgive the 
Sin hereſolved, and prayed, and ſtrove 
againſt, and does now lament ; he com- 
torts himſelf with the hopes that the 
habit, and not the ſingle act, ſhall de- 


nominate the Offender; that the un- 
happy Surprize he has fall'n under, ſhall 


not deſpoil him of the Reward or Cha- 


rater of the Penitent : and to juſtify 


his Pretences and Hopes, ſets him to 
the ſecond part of Repentance; which

5. In the Language of Holy Writ, 


deſcribed, by turning unto God, keep- 
ing his Statutes, and doing that which 


is Lawful and Right, keeping of his 
Commandments, and making a clean 
Heart and a new Spirit; all which are 
Phraſes of the like importance, and ſig- 
nify that the Repentance, which God 

0 
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requires, is not a ſmall diſlike of Sin, 
ariſing from the regrets of an uneaſy 
Conſcience, but ſuch a change, as of 
a bad makes a good Man; ſuch as in 
ſpires a juſt regard to the Honour of 
God, and the Intereſt of the other 
World, and makes it the bent and de 
lire of the Soul to promote his Glory, 
by living in all obedience to his Laws, 
and by all poſſible expreſſions of Duy 
fecure his Favour, and the Felicitics of 
the Bleſſed State; and by his ſteddineſ 
in his purſuit of thoſe Bleſſed Ends, the 
Penitent makes his judgment of his re- 
pentance : he ſuſpects the ſorrow that 
ends in languid wiſhes, or leaves him 
at eaſe in the Commiſſion of a known 
Sin; ; he doubts that Penitence, that will 
permit a Man to fly into the Face of his 
Neighbour's Sin, yet run with Comple- 
cency into the Boſom of his own 3 that 
is ſevere on the Sins of the Publick, but 
eaſy to his own; that carries all his 
Reſentment of Sin in his Face, and pro- 
claims Hoſtility in Looks and Words, 


whilſt there is Peace within, and his

Folly and his Affections are at unity; 
e ſuſpects that Repentance that is par- 
tial in executing the Divine Anger, or 


is cold and ſlow where his Intereſt or 
Conſtitution are on the ſide of Vice, 
but flies like lightning where his Intereſt 
or natural Averſion lead him to con- 
demn a Sin ; that ſpends all his Zeal on

6. But when Fleſh and Blood remon- 
ate, and would draw him back from 
e ways of Repentance, the Penitent 
oks upon it, not only as a Duty, but 
conſecrated into a Bleſſing, and 
jores the Goodneſs that advanced it 
to the place of Innocence, and by ſo 
aſy and gentle a Remedy put it into 
is power to recover the Felicity Sin had 
ft, and the Advantage preponderates 
e Trouble; and he is pleaſed to be 
ealed, though the Phyſick be churliſh.
